LONDON, Oct. 9.—Events fol- | 
lowing the government’s defeat} 
last night have moved with quite | 
unusual expedition. The Prime 
Minister early today obtained | 
royal assent to the dissolution of | 


Purliament, which was pro-| 


rogued with the usual formalities 
tonight, and immediately dis-| 
solved by the King’s proclama-| 
tion, the Privy Council for these | 
formalities meeting at the un- | 
usual hour of seven o’clock n 
the evening. 

The king, as always, omitted no 
courtesy in meeting the Labor pre- 
mier’s wishes, despite the fact that 
the unaccustomed haste to get the 
formalities provided for by the con- 
stitution through is somewhat of a 


novelty. 

Premter MacDonald had two rea- 
sons for advancing the date of the 
elections as much as possible—first, 
a desire to avoid inconvenience to 
the business community and public 
interests generally and, second, the 
necessity of holding the general eviec- 
tions, on seme date which would not 
conflict with the English munictpal 
elections, scheduled for November 1. 

Sacrifice Pet Ideas 

Mr. MacDonald and his parties 
concelve themsel¥es as on a wave of 
popularity, and, therefore, consider- 
ed it advisable to hasten the .elec- 
tions to the utmost. To achieve this 
end, they even sacrificed the pet 
Labor idea of holding the elections 
on Baturday when the workers have 
more leisure to record their votes. 

The date has been fixed for Wed- 
nesday, October 29, and this choice 
was only possible through the House 
of Lords adopting the Irish bill un- | 
amended. Lord Carson, in the upper 
house today, proposed an amend- 
ment requiring that the bill should 
only »sbecome operative when rati- 
fied by the Ulster parliament, but he 
consented to withdraw the amend-

CAPTAIN FORDE 
IS ACQUITTED 


Old-Time Skipper Wins Out 
In Sensational “Rum Pir- 
acy” Case 


MONTREAL, Oct. 9.—Captain 
Samuel C. Yorde, New England ship- 
master and one-time skipper of the 
food ship Lutzen, was acquitted of 
the charge of piracy on the high 
seas jn the court of King’s Bench 
here this afternoon. The finding 
followed a two-hours’ deliberation 
on the part Of the jury. 

The case deveioped many highly | 
sensational features. 

Witnesses in the case, under se- | 
vere examination, naively disclosed | 
the magnitude of the trade that has | 
been developed since Uncle Sam | 
slammed down the lid on the im- |} 
port of aleoholic Mquor and they 
also revealed the ingenious eystem 
by which business transactions are 
conducted Prospective purchasers 
ashore were xiven dollar bills torn 
in half which they presented as 
identification vouchers to the super- 
cargo of the ship from which they 


| 
wished to buy the “wet goods.” The! 


supercargo, being in possession of 
the corresponding halves of the torn 
currency, was thus assured of the 
patron's bona fides and the sale 
took place. 

The piracy case was surrounded 
by many complex issues, 

Captain Forde was accused of 
having pirated the Mquor cargo of 
the Lutzen off Rum Row in Octo- 


ber. 1928, after the supercargo, a 
Jack Morris of Montreal, and an- 
other man nomed J. M. Isaacs, a 


Winnipeg lawyer, had been thrown 
into frons. li was alleged that 
Forde had sold the liquor over the 
ride and flaunted the proceeds, 
amounting to between $80,000 and 
£100,000, in the faces of the prison- 
ers.

VERY INFERIOR 


Frosts Played Havoc During | 
The Month Of September 
—Low Grade 


WHEAT CROP HAS 
MADE AN INCREASE 


Oats, Hay And Potato Crops 
Above Average Is The 
Report 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Frosts 
played havoc with the country's 
corn crop during September and to- 
day's forecast of production by the 
crop reporting board of the depart- 
ment of agriculture showed a loss 
of 64,000,000 bushels in the month 
with the present prospective pro- 
duction placed at 2,469,000,000 
bushels, much of which will be of 
low grade. 

The wheat crop's prospects were 
increased to the extent of 19,000,- 
000 bushels with the total crop now 
preliminary estimated at 86{,000,- 
000 bushels, of which 689,000,008 
is winter wheat. Spring wheat, the 
preliminary ,estimates show, is an 
excellent crop with 266,000,000 
bushels of which 98.4 per cent is 
of a high medium grade. 

There js a lurge crop of oats, es- 
timated at 1,509,000,U0C bushels; a 
potato crop that is well above the 
average with prospective production 
placed at 424,000,000 bushels, or 
33,000,000 bushels more than last 
year; and a large cultivated hay 
crop of $5,100,000, or about 10,000,- 
000 tons ubove the average. 


LEGAL CLASHES IN 
HOME BANK TRIAL 


TORONTO, Oct. 9—Today's sess- 
ion of the trial of Clarence J*, Smith, 
of Montreal, Home Bank director, 
on charges of making false state- 
ments of the bank's affairs, was fea- 
tured by numerous clashes between 
Gordon Waldron, defence counsel, 
and D. L. McCarthy, crown counsel. 
Judge Coatsworth, the presiding 
Judge, had to demand numerous re- 
tractions and apologies from the 
counsels. Clashes were over the ad- 
mission of the minutes of the direc- 
tors’ meetings at which the accused 
attended. Mr. Waldron objected to 
their going in as evidence, claim- 
ing that they contained more mater- 
ial than the crown stated they did. 
They eventually were all put in as 
evidence, subject to the objection of 


Mr. Waldron that they were not 
evidence until connected with the 
accused.

Charged With Complicity In 
Piracy on The High Seas 
In Liquor Deal 


CLAIMS FRAME-UP 
TO KEEP HIM AWAY 


‘Declares Arrest Was Made 


To Keep Him From Testi- 
fying At Montreal 


BREST France, Oct. 9—The ex. 
amination of Max Jerome Phaff, 
who is charged with complicity in 
Piracy on the high seas in connec- 
tion with the boarding of the French 


steamer Mulhouse, on June 24, off 
the New Jersey coast and the re- 
moval of a large amount of liquor 
from the vessel, was resumed today 
after a week's recess, 

Phaff asked Commander Fourn- 
jer, who is acting as Magistrate to 
await the outcome of the trial before 
a Montreal court of ohe Captain 
Samuel Forde before committing 
him for trial. 

“The truth will come out in Mon- 
treal to show that I, as a rum-run- 
ner, was the victim of the piracy and 
not its instigator," declared Phaff, 

Phaff repeated his previous charge 
that his arrest was due to a conspir- 
acy to prevent him from testifying 
at the Montreal trial. 

On the whole the Gay's examina- 
tion was considered as having been 
favorable to Phaff.

LONDON, Oct. 9 (Canadian Press | 
cable).-The Labor Party confer- 
ence here adopted a resolution to- 
day moved by George Lansbury, 
M.P.,appealing tc tne government to 
devise means of protecting British 
industries and British consumers 
against arbitrary and needless in- 
creases in prices and suggesting the 
conclusion of agreements with the 
governments of the dominions, and 
where necessary with foreign: gov- 
ernments, for the bulk purchase and 
government’ transport of commodi- 
ties required by Great Britain and 
the distribution of these foodstuffs 
by the municipajities and co-opera- 
tive societies. 

Lansbury stated that if the aut- 
ume session of the commons had 
not been so suddenly brought to an 
end, a bill which had been drafted 
by the minister of health, Jotn 
Wheatley, and the attorney geueral, 
Sir Patrick Hastings, would hav 


been introduced with a view to con- 
trolling the prices ef building mat- 
erials, These ministers also intended 
to legislate to control foodstuffs. 

Another resolution passed by the 
Labor party urged the necessity of 
controlling the fluctuating prices of 
the chief farm products and: elim- 
imating the middle man and othe 
speculator and also suggested the 
creation of a board of supply for’the 
purchase, importation and storage of 
Britain's overseas supplies of wheat 
and meat and proposing state credit 
for co-operative enterprises; the 
cheapening of transport, the nation- 
alization of the wholesale trade in 
milk, and the bringing of the retai! 
trade under the supervision of the 
munietpalities. 

A resolution passed by cone 
Social!

SHANGHAI, Get. 10,—Re- 
ports that a portion of the een- 
|tral government army had de- 
serted and gone over to the army 
of Chang Tso-Lin of Manchuria 
jafter the Manchuria armies cap- 
tured Shanghaikwan were re- 
ceived here today. 


The first anniversary of the pro- 


mulgation of the new constitution 
and the inauguration of Tsao-Kun as 
president, which occurred, October 
16, 1923, finds the republic of China 
lengaged in wars on two fronts. In 
|th.e north, Chang Tso-Lin, the Man- 
churian leader, has invaded Chihli 
provinee driving the Peking army 
from the border and the coast city 
jot Shanhaikwan. 

In the interior, however Peking 
reports that Chang, who was attemp- 
ting a second incursion toward Pe- 
king from the region of Jehol, has 
suffered defeat. 

The battle for Shanhaikwan, says 
reports from Tokio and Shanghai, 
both from sources favorable to 
Chang, was the most ranguinary of 
the present civil war, (he Manchur- 
jjan casualites alone being placed 
at 6,060, 

In the Jehol sector Chang's army 
was pitted against the picked troops 
of the Christisn general, Feng Yuh- 
Siang, supported by men trom the 
province of Shensi.
